The State University of New Jersey 


Rutgers, The State University, which began as a struggling colonial college be- 
fore the Revolution, celebrated its Bicentennial Anniversary in 1966. Founded in 
1766 by Dutch pioneers, Rutgers originally was called Queens College under a 
charter from King George Iil of England. The young college’s existence was 
threatened by the Revolution, but growth followed that conflict, just as unprece- 
dented expansion was experienced after the last World War. 


Rutgers was given its present name in 1825, after generous gifts had been re- 
ceived from Colonel Rutgers, a New York philanthropist. Forty years later it was 
designated the Land Grant College of New Jersey, the liberal arts course was en- 
larged, and courses leading to bachelor degrees in agriculture and engineering were 
added. 

New Jersey College for Women (renamed Douglass in 1955) was founded in 
1918 and in 1945, all divisions of Rutgers were brought within the designation of 
the State University of New Jersey. The College of South Jersey, now known as 
Camden-Rutgers, joined the family in 1950 and Rutgers came under management 
of an 11-man Board of Governors as Rutgers, The State University, in 1955. 

Under Dr. Mason W. Gross, Rutgers grew from approximately 3,500 students 
to 9,000 full-time undergraduates, including those at the newest branch, Livingston 
College. Dr. Gross was succeeded on Sept. 1, 1971 by Dr. Edward J. Bloustein, who 
has set his sights on Rutgers assuming a position of national leadership among 
urban universities. Effective September, 1972, Rutgers became co-educational. 

At this time, the Rutgers footbali team is composed of students from five 
of the six undergraduate colleges in New Brunswick—Rutgers, Livingston, Pharm- 
acy, Engineering and the Cook College, formerly the College of Agriculture and 
Environmental Sciences. Also in New Brunswick is Douglass, the Women’s College.

FRANK BURNS, Head Coach 


Since taking over as head coach 
last January, Frank Burns has dedi- 
cated himself to making Rutgers a 
team which will catch the fancy of 
New Jersey fans. A Garden Stater 
himself, Frank hopes that Rutgers can 
make the citizenry proud this fall and 
signal the start of a new era. 

Burns, himself, was involved in 
another period known as the “Golden 
Era” of Rutgers football. He was the 
quarterback in the 1945-48 period, 
leading his team to a record of 27-7. 
He threw 25 touchdown passes and 
set many records, since broken by his 
proteges. 

Well known as an outstanding of- 
fensive coach, Burns served as offen- 
sive coordinator and associate head 
coach under John Bateman. One of 
the finest Rutgers quarterbacks in his 
own right, Burns helped develop Scar- 
let star passers Rich Policastro and 
Leo Gasienica, who combined to 
break most of his all-time Scarlet 
records. 

Burns’ previous coaching assign- 
ments at Rutgers include assistant 
freshman coach (1949-50); freshman 
coach (1953-54); varsity backfield 
coach (1955-56) and (1961-67). In be- 
tween he served in 1951 and 1952 as 
head coach of Johns Hopkins, at the 
time one of the youngest head coaches 


in the nation at the age of 2, and 
following the 1956 season, Burns took 
over as head coach at Chatham, N, J. 
High School, a school which had not 
been represented in football for 25 
years. He remained at Chatham four 
years, returning to Rutgers in 1961. 

As an undergraduate at Rutgers, 
Burns was All-East for two years and 
received honorable mention on most 
All-America Teams. He played in the 
1949 Shrine Game in San Francisco 
and was named the most valuable 
player in the Herald Tribune All- 
Star Game that summer. He was also 
a standout baseball catcher at Rut- 
gers. 

Burns played professional football 
briefly with the Jersey City Giants 
following his graduation. 

A native of Roselle Park, Burns 
lives in Berkeley Heights with his 
three children, Frank Jr., a student at 
Nichols College, Thomas and Barbara. 
He is a widower. 


ROBERT NASO, 

Defensive Coach 
Bob Naso became defensive co- 
ordinator in 1968 after coaching the 
Scarlet freshmen for three seasons 
and then serving as defensive line 
coach beginning in 1964. Naso also 
serves as the head lacrosse coach and 
has compiled a 12-year record of 
87-55-1. His 1972 team made the 
I A playoffs and his 1973 squad 
just missed repeating with a ninth- 
place national finish. As an under- 
graduate at Rutgers, Bob excelled in 
football and lacrosse, earning All- 
America honors as a stickman. He 
directs a co-ed sports camp, Golden 

Valley, during the summer. 
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WILLIAM J. SPERANZA, 
Offensive Backs 

As a senior quarterback, Bill 
helped guide Rutgers to its only un- 
defeated season in 1961 and in his 
last of four seasons as freshman coach, 
he led the 1967 frosh to a 5-0 mark. 
In 1968, Bill took charge of the de- 
fensive backs and his pass defenders 
had considerable success for five years. 
He now has guidance of the Scarlet 
offensive backs. Speranza, who coached 
for two years in his native Bethlehem, 
Pa., was an outstanding baseball 
catcher as a Rutgers student. 


JAMES TAIGIA, 
Offensive Line 
A teammate of Frank Burns dur- 
ing the late forties at Rutgers, jim 
‘Taigia took charge of the Scarlet of- 
fensive line in 1968. Previously the 
former Scarlet guard coached at Pis- 
cataway, Hillside and Rahway High 
Schools during which time he was 
active as a basketball official. “Chief” 
played guard for the Scarlet in the 
1947-49 period and is a Navy veteran. 


PETER SAVINO, 


Defensive Backs 

After three years on the fresh- 
man staff, Pete Savino has been pro- 
moted to the varsity where he’s now 
in charge of the defensive backs. The 
one-time standout athlete at Perth 
Amboy High was a versatile performer 
for Rutgers, playing at quarterback, 
flanker and defensive halfback. Pete, 
a 1969 Scarlet grad, also serves as 
assistant lacrosse coach. 


MIKE KIZIS, 
Assistant Coach 
Mike Kizis is a former Rutgers 


football captain, a standout offensive 
tackle before graduating in 1971. Mike 
works with the tight ends and also 
assists in laccrosse, while doing grad- 
uate study. 


TED COTTRELL, 
Defensive Line 

A 1969 graduate of Delaware Val- 
ley College where he excelled as a 
linebacker, Ted Cottrell makes his 
debut at Rutgers in charge of the 
defensive line. Ted earned All-MAC 
honors three times and played two 
years of pro ball, with the Atlanta 
Falcons and the Winnipeg Blue 
Bombers. He was an assistant football 
coach and head track coach at Dela- 
ware Valley for one season before his 
appointment here. Ted’s home town 
is Chester, Pa. 


PAUL MORAN, 


Junior Varsity Coach 

A’member of the football sttaff 
at Kentucky for two seasons, where he 
was assigned to the defensive line and 
linebackers, Paul Moran is a graduate 
of Central Connecticut State College 
and a native of Chicopee, Mass. Paul 
will coach the sub-varsity unit at Rut- 
gers. He won All-East honors as a 
defensive tackle at his alma mater 
and served for two years as an as- 
sistant at the University of Connec- 
licut.

Assistant Coach 
A 1966 Rutgers graduate, Jack 
Hohnstine was assisted on the varsity 
staff for four seasons. His assignment 
is the flankers in addition to assisting 
with the JV unit.

Frederick E. Gruninger, Director of Athletics 

After accepting the position of acting Director of Athletics in January of 
1973, Fred Gruninger set about to better acquaint the citizens of New Jersey 
with what “their” State University was about to do in athletics. He feels that a 
good start has been made to accomplish that and was pleased with the warm 
reception received throughout the Garden State. 

Gruninger was assistant, then associate athletic director under Al Twitchell 
for nine years, starting in 1964, when he moved to the athletic administration 
after a five-year stint in the alumni relations department. 

Gruninger is a .1953 Rutgers alumnus who played football and baseball an as 
undergraduate and later excelled in golf, turning professional for a brief period. 
Until last spring, when administrative duties intervened, he served as Rutgers 
golf coach and posted an outstanding record of 109-30-2. 

A native of East Orange and a resident of Martinsville, Gruninger earned his 
master’s degree from Rutgers in 1961. He served a number of years as a high 
school teacher and coach. He is married and the father of three’ children. 


Donald Heilman, Assistant Director 
Bud Heilman combines duties as assistant athletic director and coordinator 
of recruiting. He joined the Rutgers staff in 1966 after six years as head football 
coach at Kutztown State and was line coach for five years, He is dn alumnus 
of West Chester State. 


Otto H. Hill, Business Manager 
A member of the Rutgers staff since 1947, Otto Hill was appointed business 
manager of athletics in 1961. A 1942 graduate of Rutgers, he served in the 
Army and Air Force during World War IL returning to earn his master’s degree in 
i947. He was a football assistant through 1955 and served as freshman and [ater 
varsity swimming coach until 1961, when he assumed his present assignment.

Rutgers 1973 Honor Players 


Jim “JJ” Jennings heads the list 
of players who are expected to lead 
Rutgers this fall. The senior running 
back is the Scarlet’s best All-American 
prospect in 11 years. 

Others, based upon their past 
contributions and opinions of the 
coaching staff, expected to be among 
the leading players are Andy Tighe, 
an All-East guard selection last year, 
and two defensive stalwarts, Ed Jones, 
a corner back, and Steve Allen, a line- 
backer. Tighe is a 6-1, 235-pounder 
whose speed and pulling ability are 
well recognized. Jones is a remarkable 
athlete whose 1972 activity consisted of 
three plays in pre-season practice. He 
is now completely recovered from a 
shoulder operation. Allen, a defensive 
tackle opponents used to shy away 
from, now is hoping to fill the void 
at linebacker. 

Jennings holds Rutgers records for

for most yards in a season (1,262), most 
carries in a game (40) and most carries 
in a season (287). He probably will 
claim all rushing marks before 1973 
ends. 

Almost every adjective a coach can 
apply to a running back fits Jennings. 
He is not a “burner,” breakaway 
threat, but seldom is caught from be- 
hind. But he has powerful legs which 
enable him to break tackles, is dur- 
able, as witness his 25-plus carries per 
game, catches well, blocks, can punt and 
has a great attitude. 

A physical education _ student, 
Jennings gets similar raves from base- 
ball coach Matt Bolger, for whom he 
caught or played the outfield and hit 
-827 and .313 in the last two seasons. 

Jennings was a unanimous All-East 
back, was ninth nationally in rushing 
and ranks first in the East among the 
returnees,

The Forecast

Although there are several other 
questionable areas, and the schedule 
is very difficult, the success of the 1973 
Rutgers football team very likely will 
be determined by how effective the 
quarterback (s) will be. 

The kicking game (punting and 
placement) and depth at running back 
are unsettled, But most other positions 
are manned by competent athletes, in- 
cluding a reasonable amount of sub- 
stitutes. 

It is at quarterback, however, that 
a decision has yet to be made and 
Coach Frank Burns and his staff, in- 
stalling an attack which will lean 
heavily on the option, are hopeful of 
deciding that issue at the earliest 
possible moment when fall drills get 
underway. 

Rutgers, with an experienced and 
strong line, has confidence in its run- 
ning ability. The passing attack, how- 
ever, which was directed so successfully 
last year by Leo Gasienica (now of the 
Giants), must prove itself. In any case, 
it will be a different style of attack, 
featuring play-action and option passes 
rather than the dropbacks. 

Virtually deadlocked for honors 
when spring practice concluded were 
senior Gary Smolyn, the safety a year 
ago, and John Piccirillo, who was the 
backup quarterback as a sophomore 
last year. Not out of the picture by any 

means was another junior, Steve Hav- 


yan. Smolyn shared quarterback during 
the first half of 1971, but lost out to 
Leo Gasienica at the time. He is an 
excellent option runner. Piccirillo is 
short (5-9) but quick and is a good 
asser. None of the quarterbacks has 
had much game experience. 

The Scarlet’s premier player figures 
to be Jim “JJ” Jennings, a candidate 
for All-American honors. A bulldozing 
runner, Jennings was ninth nationally 
in rushing a year ago. Other standouts 
include guard Andy Tighe, like Jen- 
nings an All-East selection last year; 
Steve Allen, formerly a tackle but now 
a linebacker; and Ed Jones, a brilliant 
corner back. 

There will be 28 lettermen on 
hand, more beef in the line than any 
Rutgers team has had since 1961, and 
the squad would seem to be less vulner- 
able to injuries. A number of good 
sophomore linemen are available to 
back up the veterans. 

If a freshman is to make the var- 
sity, the best chance would be as a 
punter, field goal kicker, or possibly at 
defensive tackle. 

“To me, attitude will be the all- 
decisive factor,” Burns said. “These 
players have been outstanding in that 
respect. We have a lot of ability and 
I’m aware of the very difficult schedule 
we face. But I'm confident that we're 
going to have a good year.” 


All-Americans 


Four Rutgers players have been 
selected as All-Americans by recognized 
national agencies. They are Paul Robe- 
son, Homer Hazel, Bill Austin and Alex 
Kroll. 

Robeson, an end, was selected in 
1917 and 1918 to become the first Rut- 
gers player so honored. 

Hazel, who died in 1968, was se- 
lected in 1933 and 1924, the first time 
as an end, the next year at fullback. 

It wasn’t until 1958 that another 
Rutgers player was selected. Austin, who 
played tailback in the single wing, was 
selected 14 years ago at a halfback posi- 
tion. 

And in 1961, when Rutgers com- 
pleted a g-o season, Kroll was named 
to the center spot, earning first-team 
ranking on seven of the nine nationally- 
named teams.

Rutgers Trophy Competition 


Rutgers competes for three football trophies in games with traditional rivals. 


The Centennial Trophy (above) was established in 1969, the 100th anniversary 
season for intercollegiate football, by the Classes of 1938 at Rutgers and Prince- 
ton in honor of the game which gave birth to intercollegiate football. The then 
presidents of their classes, William T. Galey of Princeton and John F. Anderson 
of Rutgers, participated in the original presentation. Since the trophy was entered 
into competition, each team has won twice. 


The Colgate-Rutgers Alumni Cup likewise involves alumni of the colleges. 
Harry A. Taylor, Colgate '18, and George Underwood, Rutgers '25, donated the 
Cup in 1965, making it retroactive, however, to the start of the rivalry in 1933. 
Rutgers lost the first two games to Colgate after the Cup was established, but 
has won the prize the last six years. 


Latest of the Trophies to be placed into competition is the Colwmbia- 
Rutgers Football Trophy in memory of Morris Goodkind. This handsome trophy 
was established in memory of his father, a Columbia, 1908, Engineering grad- 
uate, by Herbert Goodkind, Rutgers, 1938.
